In England it was decreed by Arch- am “ 
biffiop Ecgbriht, in 740, that nothing fhould be lodged in churches 
but what belonged to ecclefiaftical miniftrations. The fame was ; 
direé&ted by Theodulfs capitula in 994. The cuftom of lodging 
provifions in churches was the fame in Ireland, as we learn from 
Giraldus Cambrenfis: “Et quoniam confnetudinis erat, ut ab Hibernicis 
ad ecclefiarum refugia vittualia transferrentur: Anglicane familia li- 
centiam dedit Vivianus, ut quoties in expeditionem profectis, aliunde ali- : 
menta non obvenerint, in ecclefiis reperta (jufte taxationis ecclefiarum 
cuftodibus foluto pratio) extrabantur. 

Tre temper of both Englifh and Irith, familiarized for many 
centuries to murder, rapine, and the greateft atrocities, could not | 
be reftrained from committing violence on facred edifices and the os 
venerable profeffors of Chriftianity. O'Neal, in 1564, to revenge 
himfelf on Maguire, his feudatory, invaded his country, expelled 
him, and burnt the cathedral of Armagh. Maurice Gibbon, ap- 
pointed by the Pope to the fee of Cafhel in 1567, barbaroufly 
ftabbed the Archbifhop with a fkene, to make way for himfelf. 
Many fimilar enormities occur in the pages of Irifh hiftory. The 
churches, though reforted to, proved but a weak protection; the 
hopes of plunder and revenge too frequesttly urged their vio-— 
lation. na
